2. It is further notified that the Rules for the better management and preservation of 
the Government forests in Lower Bengal, contained in the notification of the Government of 
India, in the Public Works Department, No. 13F, dated the 16th February 1871, have been 
extended to the district of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, and that the tract described in the schedale 
hereto attached is constitnted a “reserved forest’ within the meaning of those Rules. _ 

8. All other waste lands in tuppehs Marpal, Daurpal, and Kumarpal, in the said 
Government estate of the Damin-i-Koh, which are covered with trees, ishwood or 
jungle, are declared to ‘be also subject to the provisions of the said Act, and to be ‘open 
forests’ within the «meaning of the said Rules, the following being notified to be ‘reserved 
treés’ in all such open forests within the meaning of Rule 13, viz. sal; asan; sisu ;
